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FISKE  TERRACE-H I DWOOD  PARK — GENERAL  DESCRIPTION 


Fiske  Terrace-Midwood  Park  is  a  pleasant  residential  enclave  of  spacious 
freestanding  frame  houses  adjacent  to  Brooklyn  College  in  the  heart  of 
Flatbush.    The  residents  of  this  family-oriented  area  are  generally 
upper-middle  class  professionals  or  executives,  most  of  whom  own  their 
own  homes.    Of  the  nearly  250  houses  in  the  district,  only  two  are 
occupied  by  renters.    Ten  houses  are  two-family  dwellings,  occupied  by 
an  owner  and  a  renting  family,  while  the  remainder  are  one-family,  owner- 
occupied  dwellings.     Set  off  from  the  rest  of  Flatbush  by  brick  and  stone 
gateposts,  Fiske  Terrace-Midwood  Park  is  a  tranquil  neighborhood  possessing 
a  strong  sense  of  place.     The  entire  area  is  located  within  Community 
Board  #  \k. 

The  boundaries  for  the  Fiske  Terrace-Midwood  Park  neighborhood  are 
Foster  Avenue  on  the  north,  the  old  Long  Island  Railroad  tracks  on  the 
south,  Ocean  Avenue  to  the  east,  and  the  BMT  subway  tracks  to  the  west. 
Glenwood  Road,  running  east-west,  divides  the  area  into  two  roughly  equal 
sections:    Midwood  Park  lies  to  the  north  of  Glenwood  Road,  Fiske  Terrace 
to  the  south.    Zoning  for  Midwood  Park  is  Rl-2,  while  Fiske  Terrace  is 
zoned  R2.    Adjoining  the  study  area  there  is  R7  zoning  along  Ocean  Avenue 
and  R6  zoning  on  Foster  Avenue  with  commercial  overlays  on  Foster  Avenue  and 
on  Avenue  H. 

Within  the  larger  boundaries  of  the  neighborhood  the  survey  team  found 
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the  most  significant  architecture  on  both  sides  of  East  1 8th  and  East  1 9 th 
Streets  between  Foster  Avenue  and  Avenue  H  and  on  Glenwood  Road  (north  and 
south  sides)  between  East  19th  and  East  17th  Streets.    The  Community  Develop- 
ment staff  also  examined  carefully  East  17th  Street  and  the  four  dead  end 
streets — Dekoven,  Waldorf,  and  Wellington  Courts  and  Irvington  Place--that 
terminate -at  the  BMT  subway  cut.    Many  of  the  houses  on  these  streets,  while 
attractive  and  wel 1 -ma i nta i ned  ,  have  extensive  alterations.     Residing  in 
synthetic  materials  and  the  enclosing  of  porches,  for  example,  have  severely 
compromised  the  architectural   integrity  of  the  residences.    The  CD  staff,  . 
therefore,  has  not  included  these  streets  in  Its  house-to-house  survey  of 
the  district,  as  lines  on  the  accompanying  boundary  map  indicate.  It 
should  be  noted,  however,  that  these  lines  are  tentative  and  subject  to 
revision  pending  further  work  by  the  research  staff  of  the  Landmarks  . 
Preservation  Commission. 

The  Fiske  Terrace  Association  and  the  Midwood  Park  Property  Owners 
Association  assume  the  responsibility  for  maintaining  the  malls  on 
Glenwood  Road  and  East  17th  Street  and  for  looking  after  the  handsome  plane 
trees  that  line  the  streets.    Toward  this  end,  both  associations  assess 
members  a  special  fee  for  landscape  gardeners.    Although  Fiske  Terrace- 
Midwood  Park  is  a  neighborhood  of  quiet  residential  streets,  rather  insulated 
from    the  more  commercial  and  heavily  populated  sections  of  Flatbush,  its 
residents  are  active  in  the  FLatbush  community.    The  president  of  the 
Fiske  Terrace  Association  is  a  vice-president  of  the  Flatbush  Development 
Corporation,  and  neighborhood  people  sit  on  Planning  Board  #  1*»,  the  Flat- 
bush  Civic  Council,  and  the  Flatbush  Presidents  Group,  an  informal

association  of  the  leaders  of  area  associations. 

Individually,  Fiske  Terrace-Hi dwood  Park  residents  take  good  care 
of  their  homes  and  lawns.     As  a  result,  the  neighborhood  has  an  ambience 
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typical  of  a  prosperous  suburban  community  with  wide  tree-lined  streets, 
large  comfortable-looking  residences  and  very  1 ittle  traffic.    Like  other 
Flatbush  areas,  however,  Fiske  Terrace-Midwood  Park  is  concerned  about  the 
rising  incidence  of  street  crime  and  robberies.    There  has  been  discussion 
about  hiring  a  private  guard,  although  no  action  has  been  taken. 
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FISKE  TERRACE-M I DWOOD  PARK—HISTORY 


The  history  of  Fiske  Terrace~Mi dwood  Park  is  part  of  the  general 
history  of  Flatbush.    Flatbush  was  one  of  the  original  five  Dutch  towns 
of  Brooklyn.    The  name  probably  comes  from  the  Dutch  Jt  Vlacke  Bosch, 
meaning  flat  woods,  an  accurate  description  of  the  area's  topography  in 
the  seventeenth  century  when  it  was  basically  a  flat  plain  with  a  heavily 
wooded  section  surrounding  it.    Although  Governor  Stuyvesant  changed  the 
town's  name  to  Middel-Wout  (meaning  middle  woods),  the  earlier  name  of 
Flatbush  remained  the  common  name  for  the  entire  area.     Mi  dwood,  however, 
remains  as  the  name  of  a  Flatbush  neighborhood. 

For  many  years  Flatbush  was  a  quiet  town  set  in  the  middle  of  vast 
tracts  of  farm  land.     Its  growth  began 'in  the  early  nineteenth  century  and 
by  1827  sidewalk  grades  were  being  regulated  and  railings  erected  in  front 
of  houses.     Erasmus  Hall  school  and  the  Flatbush  Dutch  Reformed  Church  survive 
to  mark  The  center  of  the  old  town, 

Al Though  the  area  was.  mainly  Dutch,  in  1834  several  English  mechanics 
bought  lots  and  built  homes  on  Erasmus  and  Johnson  Streets.    Their  area  was 
referred  to  as  the  English  neighborhood.     In  the  1830's  this  neighborhood  was 
a  separate  hamlet,  cut  off  from  the  rest  of  the  village  by  farm  land  held 
in  common.     From  about  1835  to  1870,  however,  the  streets  around  Erasmus  and 
Johnson  were  cut  through,  making  the  English  neighborhood  a  part  of  the  town 
of  Flatbush. 
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After  the  mid-nineteenth  century,  Flatbush's  growth  was  accelerated. 
In  the  lets  1350s  a  plank  road  was  constructed  from  Brooklyn  to  Flatbush. 
Within  twenty  years  this  road  was  replaced  with  a  macadamized  surface.  In 
1550  the  Brooklyn  City  Railroad  Company  ran  a  I i ne  to  Flatbush  from 
Brooklyn,  speeding  up  the  process  of  urbanization.     Flatbush  began  annex- 
ing the  snail  suburban  towns  in  its  vicinity  during  the  nineteenth  century 
and  by  the  time  of  its  consolidation  with  the  rest  of  Brooklyn  in  1894,  it 
was  the  second  largest  city  in  the  county. 

Fiske  Terrace-Mid wood  Park  occupies  land  that  was  originally  part  of 
the  Lott  farm.    The  history  of  this  prominent  family  in  Brooklyn  dates  back, 
to  1652  when  Pieter  Lott  came  to  America  from  Holland,    He  and  his  descendants 
controlled  vast  tracts  of  land  in  central  and  southern  Brooklyn  until  the 
end  of  the  nineteenth  century  when  certain  properties  were  improved  and 
subdivided  for  suburban  development.     The  Hendrick  I,  Lott  homestead,- 
built  in  I5CI  at  the  present-day  juncture  of  36th  Street  and  Avenue  S  in 
the  -l5_l=ncs  section,  has  survived  in  a  remarkably  intact  state, 

3y  The  turn  of  the  twentieth  century  the  suburbanization  of  Flatbush 
was  preceding  in  earnest.     The  initial   impetus  for  the  development  of 
Brooklyn  in  general  was  the  opening  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  in  1883.  This 
event,  along  with  the  construction  of  the  Brooklyn,  Flatbush,  and  Coney 
Island  Pail  road  through  Flatbush  in  1895,  provided  convenient  access  to 
downtown  Brooklyn  and  Manhattan  and  insured  Flatbush's  growth.  The 
f i rsT  development  in  the  area  was  Tennis  Court  in  1886,  followed  by  Vanderveer 
"ark  in  1592.    '-'ore  germane  to  the  Fiske  Terrace-Mi d wood  Park  study  area  was 
the  construction  of  park-like  suburbs  at  Beverley  Square  West  (1898), 
Prospect  Park  South  (1899),  and  Ditmas  Park  (1902).     These  three  neighbor- 
hoods in  zarticular  exhibit  the  type  of  residential  architecture  that  one 
finds  on  a  somewhat  more  modest  scale  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park. 
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Despire  the  stylistic  similarities  between  Fiske  Terrace  and  Midwcod 
Park,  the  two  areas  were  developed  independently  of  each  other.  Theodore 
3.  Ackerson,  one  of  Brooklyn's  most  important  contractors  and  real  estate 
developers,  purchased  the  30-acre  estate  of  George  P.  Fiske  for  $500,000  in 
1 905.     Fiske,  whose  mansion  was  located  at  1280  Ocean  Avenue  adjecent  to 
the  study  area,  had  moved  to  Flatbush  from  3rooklyn  Heights  in  1396  and 
had  mace  some  improvements  on  the  property  before  selling  to  Ackerson. 
After  acquiring  the  Fiske  Terrace  acreage,  Ackerson  moved  into  the  Fiske 
mansion  and  set  up  a  real  estate  office  in  the  charming  frame  railroad 
station  still  standing  at  East  16th  Street  and  Avenue  H.    A  1905  advertisement 
for  the  T,3.  Ackerson  Company  appeared  in  the  real  estate  publication 
Fealm  of  Light  and  Air — Flatbush,  The  Ideal  Homeland.     It  announced  the 
construction  of  '!fifty  one-family  houses  on  our  Fiske  Terrace  property... 
/with/  rigid  restrictions,  fine  large  trees,  asphalted  streets,  and  park 
e-fects."      -rior  to  his  project  in  Fiske  Terrace  Ackerson  had  established 
a  corcnunity  of  custom-built  houses  in  Beverley  Square  (1893-1905).  Acker- 
son "ace  li~tle  profit  from  these  individually  ordered  homes;  for  Fiske 
Terrace,  therefore,  he  constructed  residences  in  series  of  tens  from  stock 
plans.    The  rouses  had  uniform  features  and  standards  of  quality  but  with 
seme  exterior  variety  suited  to  the  buyers'  tastes.     In  this  way  Ackerson  was 
able  to  realize  a  handsome  profit  from  the  venture  while  providing  Fiske 
Terrace  with  an  architectural  homogeneity  that  remains  so  pleasing  today. 

The  construction  of  Fiske  Terrace,  begun  in  1905,  was  virtually  corn- 
Dieted  by  1920.    During  these  same  years  the  Midwood  Park  area  to  the  north 
.-.as  being  developed  by  John  R.  Corbin.     Born  in  1 370,  Corbin  began  his  career 
as  a  carpenter,  then  studied  architecture,  and  eventually  started  a  contract- 
ing business  in  1395.     In  addition  to  his  work  in  Midwood  Park,  Corbin  was 
active  in  ether  neighborhoods  in  the  larger  South  Midwood  area.    He  also 
cesigned  and  built  four  houses  in  Prospect  Park  South  in  1908-9. 


Corbin  was  somewhat  of  an  innovator  in  the  area  of  residential  con- 
struction. He  built  a  factory  on  Jamaica  Bay  at  East  56th  Street  that  was 
capable  of  turning  out  1000  homes  a  year.  All  frames,  beams,  and  interior 
trim  were  cut  at  the  factory  and  then  shipped  to  the  construction  site  for 
assembly.  Corbin's  clients  could  hire  their  own  architects,  or  they  could 
employ  one  of  Corbin's  designers.  A  1905  advertisement  for  100  detached 
houses  in  Midwood  Park  points  out  the  benefits  of  Corbin's  services: 

Being  large  operators  and  using  'up  to  date'  machinery 
and  methods,  we  are  enabled  to  give,  in  point  of  con- 
struction, design,  location,  and  transit  facilities, 
more  for  the  money-than  has  ever  been  offered  before. 

Specifically,  Corbin  claimed  that  his  techniques  of  production  saved  15 
per  cent  in  raterial  and  labor.     Efficient  means  of  design  and  construction 
allowed  Corbin  nearly  to  complete  Midwood  Park  by  1910,     It  should  also  be 
noted  That  at  this  time  the  first  residents  chose  "Midwood  Park"  as  the 
name  for  their  enclave  in  order  to  differentiate  the  neighborhood  from  the 
'-ore  mcdest  adjacent  areas  of  South  Midwood.     The  brick  lighting  standards 
se^  up  at  the  corners  of  Foster  Avenue  and  East  17th,   13th,  and  19th 
Srreets  served  as  gateways  to  the  neighborhood  and  heightened  its  sense 
of  separateness . 

Tre  construction  of  houses  in  Fiske  Terrace  and  Midwood  Park  made 
major  improvements  necessary  on  the  Brighton  Beach  Railroad  line  that  ran 
along  the  western  edge  of  the  district.     In  1905  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
Company  began  installing  four-track  express  service  from  Church  Avenue  to 
Cor.ey  Island.    This  work,  completed  in  1908,   included  the  elimination  of 
grade  crossings  and  the  addition  of  third  rails.     The  B.R.T.  originally  had 
planned  an  elevated  structure  on  this  route  but  home  owners  in  Flatbush 
objected,  and  the  railroad  built  instead  the  depressed  open  cut  that  curren 


Corbirrwas  somewhat  of  an  innovator  in  the  area  of  residential  con- 
struction .  He  built  a  factory  on  Jamaica  Bay  at  East  56th  Street  that  was 
capable  of  turning  out  1000  homes  a  year.  All  frames,  beams,  and  interior 
trim  were  cut  at  the  factory  and  then  shipped  to  the  construction  site  for 
assembly.

porches  are  reached  by  a  short  flight  of  wood  stairs  and  rest  on  a  base 
of  lattice  v/ork  slats. 

A  characteristic  example  of  the  Free  Colonial  style  is  at  702  East 
1 9th  Street  in  the  Midwood  Park  section  of  the  study  area.     Designed  in  1906 
by  Flatbush  architect  George  Baur,  this  residence  sports  a  full-width 
front  verandah  with  Doric  columns  and  an  original  scribed  baluster  rail.  The 
second  floor  facade  is  articulated  by  a  pair  of  three-sided  angular  bays 
and  is  topped  by  a  roof  consisting  of  four  large  gambrel  dormers  set  at 
right  angles  to  each  other.    The  street  end  gable  features  a  triple  window 
under  a  triangular  pediment  with  a  broken  return.    The  attic  story  is  clad 
in  shingles,  while  the  first  and  second  floors  are  sheathed  in  narrow 
clapboards,  a  combination  of  facade  materials  found  on  several  other 
houses  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi d wood  Park. 

An  especially  fine  example  of  Free  Colonial  architecture  in  Fiske 
Terrace  is  found  ar  799  East  18th  Street,  designed  by  Robert  Schaefer  in 
1905,     In  sedition  to  his  work  here,  this  Flatbush  Avenue  architect  also 
cesicnec  structures  in  Ditmas  Park  arc  Prospect  Park  South.     The  most  notable 
-eature  of  the  Fiske  Terrace  residence  is  the  exceptionally  wide  open 
verandah  th3t  wraps  around  the  right  side  of  the  house  and  boasts  paired 
columns  with  handsome  Scamazzi  capitals.     Above  these  coljmns  is  a  dentil  led 
frieze,  while  a  wide  pediment  over  the  stairs  crowns  the  central  entry.  A 
sharply  peaked  dormer  with  a  triple  window  framed  in  pilasters  punctuates  a 
hipped  rco*  that  projects  out  over  the  second  floor  on  carved  wooden  brackets. 

One  cf  the  most  charming  and  distinctive  building  types  found  in 
Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwcod  Park  is  the  bungalow,  a  one  and  a  half  story  residence 
That  derives  its  form  from  the  small  vood  houses  found  in  early  twentieth- 
cenTury  California  architecture.     In  Brooklyn  the  typical  bungalow  is  a 
compact,  rectangular  frame  structure  crowned  by  a  long  sloping  roof  that 


porches  are  reached  by  a  short  flight  of  wood  stairs  and  rest  on  a  base 
of  lattice  work  slats. 

A  characteristic  example  of  the  Free  Colonial  style  is  at  702  East 
19th  Street  in  the  Midwood  Park  section  of  the  study  area.    Designed  in  1906 
by  Flatbush  architect  George  Baur,  this  residence  sports  a  full-width 
front  verandah  with  Doric  columns  and  an  original  scribed  baluster  rail.  The 
second  floor  facade  is  articulated  by  a  pair  of  three-sided  angular  bays 
and  is  topped  by  a  roof  consisting  of  four  large  gambrel  dormers  set  at 
right  angles  to  each  other.    The  street  end  gable  features  a  triple  window 
under  a  triangular  pediment  with  a  broken  return.    The  attic  story  is  clad 
in  shingles,  while  the  first  and  second  floors  are  sheathed  in  narrow 
clapboards,  a  combination  of  facade  materials  found  on  several  other 
houses  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park. 

An  especially  fine  example  of  Free  Colonial  architecture  in  Fiske 
Terrace  is  found  at  799  East  15th  Street,  designed  by  Robert  Schaefer  in 
\zjQd.     In  addition  to  his  work  here,  this  Flatbush  Avenue  architect  also 
designed  structures  in  Ditmas  Park  and  Prospect  Park  South.    The  most  notable 
feature  of  the  Fiske  Terrace  residence  is  the  exceptionally  wide  open 
veranda?,  That  wraps  around  the  right  sice  of  the  house  and  boasts  paired 
columns  wirh  handsome  Scamazzi  capitals.     Above  these  columns  is  a  dentil  led 
frieze,  while  a  wide  pediment  over  the  stairs  crowns  the  central  entry.  A 
sharply  peaked  dormer  with  a  triple  window  framed  in  pilasters  punctuates  a 
hipped  roof  that  projects  out  over  the  second  floor  on  carved  wooden  brackets. 

One  of  the  most  charming  and  distinctive  building  types  found  in 
Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  is  the  bungalow,  a  one  and  a  half  story  residence 
that  derives  its  form  from  the  small  v.ood  houses  found  in  early  twentieth- 
century  California  architecture.     In  Brooklyn  the  typical  bungalow  is  a 
compact,  rectangular  frame  structure  crowned  by  a  long  sloping  roof  that

continues  out  over  a  deep  porch  and  is  supported  on  squat  columns.  The 
effect  is  often  quite  picturesque,  as  the  example  at  6^6  East  ! 8th  Street 
exhibits.    The  roof  on  this  stucco  and  shingle  dwelling,  designed  in  1912 
by  Benjamin  Hudson,   is  punctuated  by  a  massive  peaked  roof  dormer  with 
bracketed  eaves  and  half-timbering. 

Examples  of  the  neo-Tudor  style  in  Fiske  Terrace  include  the  house 
at  311  East  19th  Street.    This  simply  massed  rectangular  dwelling  features 
a  porch  that  stretches  across  the  front  facade  with  stucco-covered  piers 
framing  segmental ly  arched  openings.     The  sparely  detailed  second  and  attic 
stories  exhibit  the  half-timbering  motif  that  is  so  typical  of  neo-Tudor 
architecture.    The  jerkin-headed  roof  is  echoed  by  a  small,  centrally 
placed  dormer  with  triple  windows,  half-timbering,  and  bracketed  eaves. 

The  impressive  residence  located  on  an  oversized  corner  lot  at  822 
East  19th  Street  is  another  instance  of  the  neo-Tudor  style  in  Fiske  Terrace. 
The  profile  of  this  house  is  enhanced  by  an  irregular  roof  I i ne  punctuated  with 
peaked  dormers  and  wood  finials  rising  from  the  crest  of  the  slate  roof, 
A  handsome  two-story  garage  mirrors  the  house  in  massing  and  decorative 
detail . 

Tne  residences  of  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  are  important  early  examples 
of  Trscx  housing  in  the  sense  that  they  were  either  mass-produced  at  The  fac- 
tory or  designed  in  multiple  series  of  ten.    Within  this  uniformity  of 
design,  however,  there  is  considerable  variety  among  the  houses,  and  indi- 
vidual  architects  played  a  key  role  in  the  area's  development,    The  most 
prolific  architect  in  Midwood  Park,  for  example,  was  Benjamin  Driesler,  an 
important  Brooklyn  practitioner  who  relinquished  a  successful  business  in 
Rockville  Center  and  Freeport  to  come  to  Flatbush  in  1892,     In  addition  to 
his  work  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  CI  90^-1 91 7),  Driesler  worked  in  other 
areas  of  Flatbush  such  as  Ditmas  Park  (1899-1910),  Prospect  Park  South

Examples  of  the  neo-Tudor  style  in  Fiske  Terrace  include  the  house 
ct  311  East  19th  Street.    This  simply  massed  rectangular  dwelling  features 
a  porch  that  stretches  across  the  front  facade  with  stucco-covered  piers 
framing  segmental ly  arched  openings.    The  sparely  detailed  second  and  attic 
stories  exhibit  the  half-timbering  motif  that  is  so  typical  of  neo-Tudor 
architecture.

The  impressive  residence  located  on  an  oversized  corner  lot  at  S22 
East  19th  Street  is  another  instance  of  the  neo-Tudor  style  in  Fiske  terrace. 
The  profile  of  this  house  is  enhanced  by  an  irregular  roof  line  punctuated  with 
peaked  dorr.ers  and  wood  finials  rising  from  the  crest  of  the  slate  roc-. 
A  handsome  rwo-story  garage  mirrors  the  house  in  massing  and  decorative 
detail . 

The  residences  of  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  are  important  early  examples 
of  rrac1"  he -sing  in  the  sense  that  they  were  either  mass-produced  at  The  fac- 
tory or  designed  in  multiple  series  of  ten.    Within  this  uniformity  of 
design,  however,  there  is  considerable  variety  among  the  houses,  and  indi- 
vidual architects  played  a  key  role  in  the  area's  development.    The  most 
prolific  architect  in  Midwood  Park,  for  example,  was  Benjamin  Driesler,  an 
important  Brooklyn  practitioner  who  relinquished  a  successful  business  in 
Pockville  Center  and  Freeport  to  come  to  Flatbush  in  1892.     In  addition  to 
his  work  Ir  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  (190^-1917),  Driesler  worked  in  other 
areas  of  Flatbush  such  as  Ditmas  Park  (1899-1910),  Prospect  Park  South 


( I £93- 1911),  and  Prospect  Lefferts  Gardens  (1907-1924).    The  shingled 
house  at  670  East  13th  Street,  designed  by  Driesler  in  1907,  is  characteristic 
of  this  architect's  work  in  the  study  area.    A  full  open  porch  wraps  around 
the  left  side  of  the  house  and  sports  six  Doric  columns  separated  by  a 
balustrade  of  narrow  wooden  slats.    Classical  pilasters  frame  the  doorway, 
which  hes  oval  panes  of  bevelled  glass  set  into  the  original  double  doors. 
There  is  a  three-sided  angular  bay  to  the  right  of  the  main  entry,  a  motif 
that  is  repeated  on  the  second  floor  where  two  three-sided  bays  articulate  the 
facade.    A  high  peaked  roof  with  its  cable  end  to  the  street  crowns  the 
structure.    The  mass  of  the  attic  story  is  effectively  broken  by  two  small 
peaked  roof  gables  and  by  fenestration  that  has  sashes  divided  into  five 
panes  of  glass  by  thin  muntins.     A  diamond-shaped  panel  of  novelty  shingling — 
c  common  c'ecorarive  device  on  the  houses  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi d wood  Park — 
I ies  just  under  the  eaves. 

The  clapboard  and  shingle  residence  located  at  690  East  18th  Street 
was  designed  by  "riesler  in  1905  and  is  one  of  the  finest  Free  Colonial 
houses  in  the  study  area.     The  structure's  angular  facade — formed  by  crossed 
cstles,  hipped  roof  projection,  polygonal  bays,  and  verandah — is  asymmetri- 
cally r=ssed.    A  c  =  ble  end,  pierced  by  a  round-headed  triple  window,  tops 
Tr.e  srreet  facade,    A  triple-windowed  oriel  appears  on  the  second  story 
a~  the  r * ght-hani  side  of  the  structure  above  the  double  doored  entrance.  A 
single  window  wi+h  simple  enframement  separates  the  oriel  from  a  four-sided 
bey  loc2xed  at  the  left-hand  corner  of  the  street  facade.    This  bay  rises 
fron  the  ground  floor,  runs  the  extent  of  the  second  story,  and  intersects 
with  the  hipped  roof.     Wooden  Tuscan  columns  carry  the  polygonal  verandah 
roof,  which  wraps  around  the  left  flank  of  the  house.    The  verandah  itself 
crves  end  intersects  with  a  three-sided  bay  that  is  capped  by  a  shingled 
roof  separating  -he  first  and  second  stories.     A  triple  window  rests  above 
r:-e  snail  roof  while  a  flat  scroll  window  enframement  bisects  the  second  story. 


(1593-151  I),  and  Prospect  Lefferts  Gardens  (1907-1924),    The  shingled 
house  at  670  East  13th  Street,  designed  by  Dries  I er  in  1907,  is  characteristic 
of  this  architect's  work  in  the  study  area.    A  full  open  porch  wraps  around 
the  left  sice  of  the  house  and  sports  six  Doric  columns  separated  by  a 
balustrade  of  narrow  wooden  slats.    Classical  pilasters  frame  the  doorway, 
which  has  oval  panes  of  bevelled  glass  set  into  the  original  double  doors. 
There  is  a  three-sided  angular  bay  to  the  right  of  the  main  entry,  a  motif 
that  is  repeated  on  the  second  floor  where  two  three-sided  bays  articulate  the 
facade.    A  high  peaked  roof  with  its  cable  end  to  the  street  crowns  the 
structure.    The  mass  of  the  attic  story  is  effectively  broken  by  two  small 
peaked  roof  gables  and  by  fenestration  that  has  sashes  divided  into  five 
panes  of  glass  by  thin  muntins.    A  d i amend -shaped  panel  of  novelty  shingling — 
a  coranon  cecorarive  device  on  the  houses  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mid wood  Park — 
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The  clapboard  and  shingle  residence  located  at  690  East  18th  Street 
was  ces:cned  by  3riesler  in  1905  and  is  one  of  the  finest  Free  Colonial 
rouses  in  the  study  area.     The  structure's  angular  facade — formed  by  crossed 
cables,  hipped  roof  projection,  polygonal  bays,  and  verandah — is  asymmetri- 
cally rsssed.    A  cable  end,  pierced  by  a  round-headed  triple  window,  tops 
the  srreet  facade.    A  triple-windowed  oriel  appears  on  the  second  story 
a-  the  right-hand  side  of  the  structure  above  the  double  doored  entrance.  A 
single  window  wi+h  simple  enframement  separates  the  oriel  from  a  four-sided 
cay  located  at  the  left-hand  corner  of  the  street  facade.    This  bay  rises 
from  the  ground  floor,  runs  the  extent  of  the  second  story,  and  intersects 
with  the  hipped  roof.    Wooden  Tuscan  columns  carry  the  polygonal  verandah 
roof,  which  wraps  around  the  left  flank  of  the  house.    The  verandah  itself 
curves  and  intersecxs  with  a  three-sided  bay  that  is  capped  by  a  shingled 
roof  separating  the  first  and  second  stories.     A  triple  window  rests  above 
the  s~a  I  I  roof  while  a  flat  scroll  window  enfranement  bisects  the  second  story. 


Above,  the  cross  gable  end  is  pierced  by  a  triple  window  that  provides  light 
for  the  attic. 

Most  of  the  residences  designed  by  Driesler  in  Midwood  Park  were  cone 
for  John  R.  Ccrbin,  the  area's  developer,    Corbin  himself  had  formal  train- 
ing as  an  architect  and  was  responsible  for  the  design  of  at  least  22  houses 
in  Midwood  Park.    A  typical  example  of  a  Corb in-designed  house  is  624  East 
19th  Street,  completed  in  1908,     This  appealing  two  and  one-half  story 
residence  is  clad  in  alternating  bands  of  wide  and  narrow  shingles,  A 
wraparound  open  verandah  boasts  fluted  square  columns  with  foliate  capitals 
and  a  dentil  led  entablature.    The  first  floor  facade  is  articulated  by  a 
three-sided  angular  bay  to  the  left  of  the  doorway,  which  is  framed  in 
pilasters.     Fenestration  on  the  house  is  simply  done  with  deep  hoods 
projecting  out  ever  the  second-  and  attic-story  windows.    Four  tall  peaked 
cables  plsced  at  right  angles  to  each  other  form  an  interesting  roof  profile. 
The  stree-  er:  cetle  is  pierced  by  a  smaller  peaked  roof  gable  that  prcjec_s 
cut  over  th9  second  floor  and  is  embellished  \sith  a  diamond-shaped  panel 
of  novelty  shingling. 

Many  of  the  houses  in  the  Fiske  Terrace  section  of  the  study  area  were 
designee  by  architects  whose  names  are  not  known  today.    Two  names,  however, 
do  appear  with  sone  frequency  in  buildings  department  records:  the  firr  of 
Slee  &  Sryson  and  Arlington  Isham.    John  Slee  and  Robert  Bryson  formed  their 
architectural  firm  in  1905  after  training  with  John  Petit,  the  chief  archi- 
tect of  Prospect  Park  South.     In  addition  to  the  eleven  houses  that  they 
resigned  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  between  1905  and  1925,  they  designee 
Albemarle  and  Kennore  Terraces  and  houses  in  Prospect  Park  South,  Park  Sicca, 
litmas  Perk,  Prospect-Lef ferts  Gardens,  and  Crown  Heights.    Arlington  D. 
;sha~,  a  Manhattan  architect  who  designed  over  40  houses  in  Ditnas  Park 
cetween  I5CI  arc  1914,  was  also  responsible  for  the  design  of  four  houses 
in  Fiske  "errace  between  1905  and  1908.

Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  has  retained  much  of  its  original  early 
twentieth  century  ambience  in  the  sense  that  it  remains  a  neighborhood  of 
freestanding  houses  on  deep  lots  along  tree-shaded  streets.     It  must  be 
noted,  however,  that  many  of  the  residences  have  been  altered,  some  extensively, 
Cf  the  approximately  135  dwellings  examined  in  the  study  area,  only  43  struc- 
tures were  in  an  intact  state.     Sixty  houses  had  alterations  that  were 
judged  minor,  such  as  the  replacement  of  wooden  front  stairs  or  the  enclos- 
ing of  porches  with  removable  screens.    Thirty-two  houses  had  major  altera- 
tions that  severely  compromise  the  architectural   integrity  of  the  structures. 
These  changes  include  the  permanent  enclosure  of  porches,  usually  in  brick; 
residing  in  synthetic  materials  such  as  aluminum,  asphalt,  or  vinyl;  small 
additions  or  extensions  to  the  main  house;  and  such  changes  in  window  config- 
uration as  the  addition  of  picture  windows.    V/hile  these  alterations  un- 
doubtedly have  made  the  houses  in  the  study  area  more  comfortable  and  appealing 
for  the  residents,  they  have  done  little  to  enhance  the  architectural  dis- 
tinctiveness of  the  neighborhood.     Architectural   integrity  is  a  major  considera- 
tion when  an  area  is  proposed  as  an  historic  district;  the  alterations  to  the 
houses  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park,  therefore,  will  be  a  negative  factor 
should  the  area  request  designation. 

As  a  neighborhood  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  bears  a  strong  resemblance 
to  other  areas  in  Flatbush  such  as  Prospect  Park  South  and  Ditmas  Park,  It 
must  be  stressed,  however,  that  from  an  architectural  point  of  view,  Fiske 
Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  exhibits  modest,  rather  sparsely  detailed  structures  that 
have  only  limited  interest  to  the  architectural  historian.    While  these 
comfortable  residences  represent  the  best  qualities  of  Flatbush  life,  they 
lack  the  impressive  scale  and  uniqueness  of  design  that  characterize,  say, 
Prospect  Park  South.     Further  research,  therefore,   is  necessary  to  determine 
whether  or  not  these  buildings  are  architecturally  significant  enough  to 

warrant  inclusion  in  an  historic  district,

i'-'os~  of  the  residences  designed  by  Dries  I  er  in  Midwood  Park  were  cone 
for  John  R.  Corbin,  the  area's  developer.    Corbin  himself  had  formal  train- 
ing as  an  architect  and  was  responsible  for  the  design  of  at  least  22  house 
in  Midwood  Park.    A  typical  example  of  a  Corbi n-designed  house  is  624  East 
19th  Street,  completed  in  1908.    This  appealing  two  and  one-half  story 
residence  is  clad  in  alternating  bands  of  wide  and  narrow  shingles.  A 
wraparound  open  verandah  boasts  fluted  square  columns  with  foliate  capitals 
and  a  dentil  led  entablature.    The  first  floor  facade  is  articulated  by  a 
three-sided  angular  bay  to  the  left  of  the  doorway,  which  is  framed  in 
pilasters.     Fenestration  on  the  house  is  simply  done  with  deep  hoods 
projecting  out  ever  the  second-  and  attic-story  windows.     Four  tall  peaked 
cables  placed  3t  right  angles  to  each  other  form  an  interesting  roof  profi! 
The  stree-  er:  gatle  is  pierced  by  a  smaller  peaked  roof  gable  that  projec- 
out  over  the  second  floor  and  is  embellished  with  a  diamond-shaped  panel 
of  novelry  shingling. 

'■'any  of  the  houses  in  the  Fiske  Terrace  section  of  the  study  area  were 
designee  by  archirec-s  whose  names  are  not  known  today.     Two  names,  however 
do  appear  with  so-e  frequency  in  buildings  department  records:  the  firr  of 
Slee  £  Bryson  and  Arlington  Isham.     John  Slee  and  Robert  Bryson  formed  thei 
architectural  firm  in  1905  after  training  with  John  Petit,  the  chief  archi- 
tect of  Prospect  Park  South.     In  addition  to  the  eleven  houses  that  they 
:esigned  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  between  1905  and  1925,  they  designed 
Albemarle  and  Kenmore  Terraces  and  houses  in  Prospect  Park  South,  Park  SIcd 
litmas  Park,  Frospect-Lef f erts  Gardens,  and  Crown  Heights.     Arlington  D. 
Ishar,  a  Manhattan  architect  who  designed  over  40  houses  in  Ditmas  Park 
between  I3j0l  and  1914,  was  also  responsible  for  the  design  of  four  houses 
in  Fiske  terrace  between  1905  and  1908,

Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  has  retained  much  of  its  original  early 
twentieth  century  ambience  in  the  sense  that  it  remains  a  neighborhood  of 
freestanding  houses  on  deep  lots  along  tree-shaded  streets.     It  must  be 
noted,  however,  that  many  of  the  residences  have  been  altered,  some  extensively. 
Cf  the  approximately  135  dwellings  examined  in  the  study  area,  only  43  struc- 
tures were  in  an  intact  state.     Sixty  houses  had  alterations  that  were 
judged  minor,  such  as  the  replacement  of  wooden  front  stairs  or  the  enclos- 
ing of  porches  with  removable  screens.    Thirty-two  houses  had  major  altera- 
tions that  severely  compromise  the  architectural   integrity  of  the  structures. 
These  changes  include  the  permanent  enclosure  of  porches,  usually  in  brick; 
residing  in  synthetic  materials  such  as  aluminum,  asphalt,  or  vinyl;  small 
additions  or  extensions  to  the  main  house;  and  such  changes  in  window  config- 
uration as  the  addition  of  picture  windows.    While  these  alterations  un- 
doubtedly have  made  the  houses  in  the  study  area  more  comfortable  and  appealing 
for  the  residents,  they  have  done  little  to  enhance  the  architectural  dis- 
tinctiveness of  the  neighborhood.     Architectural   integrity  is  a  major  considera- 
tion when  an  area  is  proposed  as  an  historic  district;  the  alterations  to  the 
houses  in  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park,  therefore,  will  be  a  negative  factor 
should  the  area  request  designation. 

As  a  neighborhood  Fiske  Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  bears  a  strong  resemblance 
to  other  areas  in  Flatbush  such  as  Prospect  Park  South  and  Ditmas  Park.  It 
must  be  stressed,  however,  that  from  an  architectural  point  of  view,  Fiske 
Terrace-Mi dwood  Park  exhibits  modest,  rather  sparsely  detailed  structures  that 
have  only  limited  interest  to  the  architectural  historian.
